Uie way Lieut. Edward II, (Butch) 
O'Hare told IL 

All he had done was tackle nine 
twin-engined Jupnnesc bombers 
single-handed. He had bnggcd six 
of Uiem, maybe seven. 

"You ace. you Just kind of go ln_ 
there and"— his voice trailed oway' 
and he gestured mtgnedly because 
such a fuss was being made. 

The scene was tho officers' quar- 
ters here, and O'Hare was being ask- 
ed Just how come he [00k oft from 
the corrlcr In a single-seater fight- 
ing plane and in less Uian 10 min- 
utes later had sent probably 40 Jap- 
anese fUeil and a half- million dol- 
lars worth of enemy pknes crashing 
Into the sea. 

He was having a hnrd time telling 
about lU In tho first place. Uio 23- 
year-old native of SL Louis, Mo, 



didn't feel talkaUvs. He fidgeted 
the piano bench. 

In the second place, liU stjuadron 
leader, Lieut.

"n»t," M lays, "be aurs ttiat you art 
above criticism yourself. Don't lorgot' that 
yau, too. have many retponsibllities, such as 
complying voluntarily with rationing regula- 
tloiu and other nccossiiry war restrictions, 
contributing your part to the alvlllan pro* 
gram and other preparedness efforts, and 
buying your fair share of defense savings 
stamp3 and bonds. 

*'It i3 your privilege and duty as an Ameri- 
can citizen to protest to your congreasman 
against onyttilng yau feel Is wrong with the 
administration of our government," Jia points 
out, *<p\it such protests will seem far more 
- conscientious and will be doubly effective If, 
they first emphasise that YOU are dolng^ 
YOUR part." 

Mr. Logsdon suggests that letters of proteat 
start out something like this: 

"I would like to have you know that I am 
doing everything i can and buying all the 
defence bonds I can posilbly afford, because 
I beUeve my country Is worth such personal 
sacrifices. But I want It definitely under- 
stood that 1 disapprove of any of my sacri- 
fices being wasted on frills, grafters or sclt- 
sseker, etc ..." 

. Not all of those who protest could honestly 
Write such a letter. In some Instances those 
who cry the loudest are the oi^ who do the 
least. ^ 



HERE IS SOME GOOD NEWS . 
; Despite those obnoxious things the Amerl- 
' can people have been protesting, not all of 
the news la bad news In connection with our 
war effort. The United States must take 
It on the chin many times before the Axis 
is reduced to ashes, but the genius of our 
Industrialism is manifesting itaolf at last 
In an immlstakabte way. 

Word comes from unusually reliable sources 
that this country's aircraft trade will give 
President Roosevelt and the nations fighting 
side by side with us the 60,000 planes he de- 
manded last winter. This aohiovoment prob- 
ably wiU rank as the greatest feat In the 
" history of the business. 

When the president announced his produc- 
„tlon goals for 1042 ond 1643, the men who 
-had to come through for him lifted their cye- 
~ brows, whistled, pondered and reluctantly 
• ejcpressed extreme skepticism. Aircraft man- 
ulacturers dld not believe they were capable 
' of turning out more than 45,000 units dur- 
l:ing 1042, although they were confident of 
- answering the call for 125,000 in 1S43. 
" Army air corps otriccrs now state that the 
original presidential ceiling will certainly 
be reached, and perhaps passed. Increased 
output per worker and sweat, tears and el- 
bow grease over drafting boards have turned 
the trick I 

And here Is more good news: ' Deadly, un- 
publlelzed combat ships, capable of outflying 
anything above or below the clouds, will be 
streamhig out of our plants In t^umbers suf- 
flclAM to give substantial help to Russia. 
China, the Netherlands and Britain, in addi- 
tion to our own forces— not In 1943 or 1044, 
I but this summer when they will be worth 
more than their weight in gold. 



ARNOLD'S CHARGES "UNFORTUNATE" 
Nothing has prompted 'more widespread 
comment in recent weeks than charges by 
Thurman Arnold, assistant attorney general 
In charge ot the antt-trtist division, that 
"farmers, consumers and businessmen are at 
the jnercy of organized la^or." He accuse^ 
the unions of: 

1— Exploitation of farmers. 

2 — Undemocratic procedure, "Including 
packing Its membership to insure elections." 

^ 3 — Impeding transportation. 

4 — Making It "Impossible t<i_^et cheap, mass

NEW DELHI. March 30— Apart 
from all other coiialderatlona, the 
mlllUO' needs of the tJnlled Ka- 
tlona moke It urgentlj- desirable tint 
the CrlppB mission succeed tn In- 
lualng new spirit Into India. 

Here U an enor- 
mous potential 
powcr...scarccIy 
tapped In a mUl- 
tojy sense. Ac- 
tually. Indians 
have everything 
at sUke In pre- 
venting Japanese 
conquest here. 
But they are In- 
ellned W overtook 
that. becau.ie of 
pre 00 ou pa tlon 
with their owr 
Krlevances. Th 
rrsult la that thls' 
rich area^two-thlrda the alto ol the 
TJnlltd Slates, with three Itaea omv 
population, and with great human 
and natural resources— la neutralis- 
ed. It could be a mighty factor. like 
China, in aaving a free world. 

UnquesUoiuibly, that la the big 
chance which Chiang Kal-ahek saw 
In his visit here, and which Sir 
Stafford Crlppo sees. Success by 
Crippa would mean almost the equi- 
valent of another power coming 
into the war on tho allied aide. 

There Is no conscription here. In 
the lost war. India furnished over a 
million combatant and labor troop* 
tor allied effort. If a polIUcal read- 
justment now could make Indians 
feel like tho Clitnese tliat. In fight- 
ing the axis, they were aaving their 
own countii-, that would make all 
the difference tn the world. The 
United Nations then would have 
help beyond the present India 
forces, which are confined to the 
usual proreaslonain from the north- 
west, mainly Punjabis. 

Likewise, It would throw new Ufa 
Into tho pre«ent lethargic Indus- 
trial war effort. That la the chief 
purpooe ot tho Johnson-arafly mis- 
sion from the United States. Thst 
mission will be enonnously more ef- 
fecUve If Grippe U able td Infuse a 
new spirit of lu^ency here. 

It U fair to say there has been 
aomo exponalon for war producUon, 
but nothing like what la poulble If 
machine tools, technical and skilled 
forces, are brought In to aaaUt, Tex- 
tile and shoe production ore txith 
contributing:. Also ateol. but lU ca- 
pacity could be greatly expanded. 

Ihere ta lUll considerable aplrit 
of "buslnesk as usuaL" The influ- 
ential. Brttlsh'ovmed )oumal. Hew 
Stateaman of Calcutta, aayi they 
are doing India a "terrlbla diuer. 
vice In expoalnS and spreadlns de- 
teatlat mentality" when India has 
not been Invaded, and when' there 
Is no reason to raise the question. 

ButOaodht Is also wamlnc against 
a acoTched earth policy. 

The Aaaoclated Chambers of Com- 
merce of India are Informing Crii>ps 
that they are for any interim solu- 
tion which win unite India, and 
strpnglhen the war effort. Thess 
Influences are powerful, represent- 



ing sevcml billion dollars-probably 
at least four billion Of Britlah In- 
vestment. They ore oppcied to mak- 
ing a permanent aettlement now. 
but ore ogrceablo to any temporiyy 
arrahgement If Hindus nnd Moslems 
will support. They rettllie that the 
war must be won, and that India 
con do much more than at present. 

Crlpps could revltallre India oa 
the Nelson wor production board 
revitalised American effort. The big 
task la to get rid ot slackness. 

Tlie ffdvemmcnt has yet to step. 
In to break up wheat hoarding by 
big operators. Delhi seems casual, 
leaving the drive to BrtUsh army 
headquarters and the American 
command, with no sense of govern- 
ment and people driving hard be- 
hind them. 

Kono ot thU is nen to the axis. 
But It would be news to the axis, 
and bad. news tor It. If tho Cripps 
mission aucceeded In really bring- 
ing India Into war and unfteeilng 
this huRe potential, ao strategically 
placed between Europe and Asia.
